"In the aiddls of July 1951 inforaaat me approaöhed in Salzburg 
by Mennig BOLTMAKH, a liegend U. S. Intelligence ogent, vho of f erbd hla 
a well-paid assignment iß&ch nould isst six or seven «tmths, The 
salary irould be apprexiäately 3,000 Austrian Schillinge. BULTMAM 
v told the follbwing etoryi 

An independent American civil lao Organisation in Austria, 
not subject to OIC or CID öontrel, but under the direct euper- 
visioB of Washington, was interested in increasing the dafee- 
t£on of Soviet military personael and was looking for quallfied 
individuale to assist «ith the adsslon. If Informant «ßainrter- 
ested be hould be raconaended foreraployraent. According to 
SÖBJECT, the füal aelection irould be made by a profsssor (KJ). 
Subsequent to hls aeceptanee into the organiEation, Informant 
sauld be fnrnished with proper Austrian Identity docuaents and 
be eent to Vienna. The re he eould eetablish resldsnee in the 
Western sectorfc endeavor to be acuepted into cüy distriots 
eocmonly frequented by Soviet personael, and graduaUy ouitlvat© 
their friendehip. In due course the Soviet frieads vere to be 
introdueed to Western Propaganda, both verbally and in writing, 
and finally uere to be enooureged to desert to the West» Xf in 
ffjv jaontha Informant suooeeded in effeoting even o®e dösartian, 
bis nisaion would ba considered suceessful. 

a ffpon their arrival in the Western Zone of Austria, the 
desertQTB would be provided with proper Identity docuaents, 
olothes, food and shelter, and aeeiiSteä in obtaindng gainful 
eoaplbyoent. For the first fern oontfes thqy would not be sub- 
jeeted to sny interrogation, but notCLd b© peraLtted to eatab- 
Hah a normal life. thäir debriefiog of Information of 
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of Intelligence valua would bs aecoapliehed gradually. BVentually 
theee deserters «ould be permitted to oorrespond through eotahlished 
ohaimelo rdth frienda still in the Sovlet Arny ln the Sovlet ßroe of 
Austria. The alleged American Organisation be Hevea tbat in il-ie 
oaimer maerotts dosortions fron the Sovlet Aragr oould be effectad 
with great damage to the Marals of tho Sovlet military forces. 
Informant was told tbat in Vienne he would be introdueed to other 
individual« i*o would aeslat hlm with his mlssion* As of the dato 
of thio report Informant has not reoelved the additionalinstruo- 
tlons whloh wäre to follow.

poblioation 'in One of tteei Salsbdrg DP cawps. An Austrisn citisan, ta 
travels frequently to Vienna and to Oermemy. BBLTMAMT ls repacted tb • - 
beworkiagedbwely with Ihther Kareel van CöTSEH. '
